Guatemala Produces 
UPU Souvenir Sheet 


Evidence that at long last the 
republic of Guatemala will issue 
the souvenir sheet which it had 
promised over a year and a half 
ago for the 75th anniversary of 
the Universal Postal Union comes 
in an official bulletin. 

Details of the sheet itself are 
not given, but directions for pur- 
chasing them are, 

Each purchaser will be limited 
to 50 only which has a delivery 
price including postage of $5.50. 
Should the demand exceed the 
supply additional rationing will 
result. 

Selling price of the sheet in 
the United States ranges from 
l4c to 20c. 


First Day Statistics 


For Recent Commems 
Detroiters supported their stamp 
on the first day of issue July 24 
by purchasing, with the help of 
the rest of the nation, 1,690,000. 
A total of 323,094 first day cov- 
ers were cancelled. 
The Colorado statehood stamp 
didn’t fare nearly as well in ei- 
ther stamps sold, or first day 
covers cancelled. Only 609,950 of 


the former passed across the 
counter while the cover count 
was 311,568. 


At New York City, September 
4, the first day of the Chemical 
Society commem had a sale of 
2.208.026 stamps with 436,419

| Airmail Cachets For England, Holland 





Service To Alaska 


Even though the announce- 
ment was made on short notice 
by the Post Office Department | 
some collectors, by hurrying will | 
be able to get covers on the in- | 
augural airmail flight to Alaska} 
October 1. The official announce- 
ment reads: | 

Effective on or about October | 
1, 1951. air mail service will be | 
inaugurated on route A. A. M.|} 
175, between the terminal points | 
of Portland, Oreg., and Seattle, 
Wash., and the terminal point 
Anchorage, Alaska, by Pacific} 
Northern Airlines, Inc. Service to | 
the intermediate points Juneau, | 
Cordova, and Yakutat will not! 
be inaugurated at this time. 

Special cachets will be provid- 
ed for the Portland, Seattle, and 
Anchorage post offices and the 
Air Mail Field, Seattle, Wash.., 
and the usual treatment of phil- 
atelic mail will be authorized. 

First-flight air-mail covers sent 
to the postmasters at the above- 


named offices' and to the Dis- 
trict Superintendent, Postal 
Transportation Service, District 


3, Seattle, Wash., for the dispatch 
from the Air Mail Field, Seattle, 
Wash., should be accompanied by 
a letter authorizing the holding 
of covers for the first flight and 
requesting the application of the 
cachet, Space approximately 2'5 
by 2% inches to the left on the 
address side of all covers is re- 
quired for the cachet. 

Covers may be addressed for 
delivery in the United States or 
Alaska, and must bear postage at 
the air mail rate of 6 cents per 
ounce or fraction: thereof, and 
single postal or post cards at 4 
cents each. Double postal cards 
and double post cards intended 
for return reply purposes are not 
acceptable as first flight covers. 

Covers on the first flight from 
Portland and Seattle will be back- 
stamped at Anchorage and will 
be dispatched onward to destina- 
tion. Covers carried on the first 
flight from Anchorage will be 
backstamped at Seattle, Wash., or 
Portland, Oreg., in accordance 
with instructions of the collector, 
and sent onward to destination. 

Local mail will not be carried 
between Portland and Seattle.

Ship UN Stamps 


The Secretary-General is 
pleased to anounce the arrival at 
UN Headquarters of the first 
United Nations postage 
well in advance of the Septem- 
ber 15 deadline specified in the 
printing contract. ‘ 

One million stamps of the 
twenty cent denomination reach- 
ed New York, September 11, from 
Thomas de la Rue and Co., Ltd., 
London, England, aboard the 
Queen Elizabeth. 

The 1%4c, 2c, 5c, 50c and $1.00 
stamps manufactured by J. En- 
schede and Sons, Haarlem, Neth- 
erlands, arrived September 17 via 


ithe M. S. Noordam. 


As soon as all of the stamps 
scheduled for issue in the first 
group have been received at UN 
Headquarters, the UN Postal Ad- 
ministration will announce the 
date of issue for these first six 
regular stamps (lc, 1%e, 3c, 5c, 
25¢e and $1.00). 

In connection with the first day 
cover service to be provided by 
the UN Postal Administration, 
collectors are reminded that al- 
though 2c is sufficient postage on 
an unsealed envelope to receive 
the “first day of issue” line in the 
cancellation and to carry the first 
day cover as second class mail, 
covers bearing second class post- 
age- will not receive a postmark 
indicating the exact date and hour 
of the cancellation as is the case 
for covers bearing first class 
postage. 

It is, therefore, sugested that 
collectors provide for a minimum 
of 3c postage on each first day 
cover in order to obtain first class 
postal services. 


Publisher Offers 
Yvert 1952 Catalogs 


The Yvert & Tellier-Champion 
1952 stamp catalogues, generally 
shortened to Yvert in philatelic 
circles, have been released by the 
publishing firm of the same name 
of Amiens and Paris, France. 

Part I is strictly a specialized 
catalog of the stamps of France 
and Colonies. For this reason it 
has become the top reference 
book for those collectors who are 
gathering stamps in that cate- 
gory. 

Of 320 pages written in French 
the book does a rather good job 
of listing the many major and 
minor varieties to be found on 
France and Colonies issues, Ilus- 
trations are adequate and the 
pricing is based on the French 
market for these issues. 

For. some stamps this will be 
found to be above the selling 
price in the United States. At one 
dollar per copy, the France and 
Colonies specialists will find Part 
I a fine reference book. 

Part II deals with the other 
parts of the world outside the 
French orbit of influence. Of 1750 
pages, treatment of the listings is 
general. 

This book too is fullly illus- 
trated, stamps priced according 
to the French market, and con- 
tains a recording of nearly all 
major varieties with some being 
illustrated where they are the re- 
sult of the plate. 

Selling price of this Part II, 
which lists all nations not under 
French influence is five dollars. 
Both Part I and Part II can be 
obtained at the prices given, post- 
paid from Jacob Habib, 1407

Our West Indies Neighbors 


For some time past we have been looking forward to the issue 
of stamps by many of the British Colonies of the West Indies in a 
new currency of dollars and cents. It would appear that the reason 
for this change from shillings and pence is because of the close 
proximity of these colonies to America 
and perhaps also because of American 
Trade and American tourists, Certainly 
these colonies altho it is not admitted 
must feel a bit closer to the United States 
than to Great Britain. There must be 
some reason for this change from shill- 
ings and pence to dollars and cents and 
we can think of no other logical reason. 
In issuing the new set for Montserrat 
however, which was released for use on 
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“Gimmie a ‘Strip Tease’—a U. S. 
No. 895, that is.” 


Research Needs 
Hawaiian Postmark

September 17th we note that the values! 
in part, stick to the old valuations as 
would be normal for a monetary system | 
based on shillings and pence, that is in 
multiples of three, six and twelve, The 
native population has perhaps been so 
used to counting in such a manner that 
a drastic change to a simple decimal sys- 
tem of 5, 10, 25c would have seemed pe- 
culiar to them yet we believe that in the 
‘ asiaie course of time there will be stamps for 
GEORGE W. LINN Many of these colonies based on the deci- 
mal system which is used by most coun- 
tries of the world, regardless of their monetary unit. Of course the 
British still stick to their peculiar old system of pence, shillings 
and pounds. You have to learn to count by three, six, nine and 
twelve under this system and it is far more complicated in addition 
and multiplication than is the decimal system. 

Did you ever hear a Britisher mumbling over a column of figures 
written in Pounds, shillings and pence? Sounds like someone re- 
citing a multiplication table. 

The new Montserrat stamps run in value from lc to 6c which 
seems normal. They then jump to 8c and we fail to understand why 
this value was not a 9c stamp in keeping with the other higher values 
of the set which are all on the basis of 12 and multiples of twelve. 
There is a 12c stamp, a 24c, 60c, $1.20, $2.40 and $4.80. Why did they 
not come right out and make a 10c, 25c, 50c, $1.00, $2.00 or $2.50 
and a $5.00. 

We naturally take the12c value to represent what would have 
been half a shilling in the old currency and the other values in ac- 
eordance, with the $4.80 perhaps considered to be as of the pound 
value. 
Future years will surely bring out stamps for these West Indies 
Islands in a straight 5, 10 and 25c range and through the set on a 
decimal system in even dollars. 


Full Steam Ahead 


Now that CAPEX is a thing of the past, stamp collectors and 
dealers will begin settling down for those cool winter nights that 
are just ahead. We already note an increase in subscription receipts, 
Usually over a summer period we show a small loss week after 
week in number of subscriptions, but usually about the middle of 
September this loss begins to turn into a gain again and that process 
is now at work, so that we will expect our list to begin to grow 
again until next summer’s hot months come. This summer loss is 
never too large, usually four or five hundred who fail to renew 
over the summer period, but always a few new ones being added, 
so that the total we have attained has not been affected to any extent. 

We also note increased activity on the part of dealers. Several 
have already stepped out with increased advertising space and 
many new inquiries are being received so that we feel that the 
throttle has been opened and that things are going to go ahead again 
under full steam in the months to come, 


National Stamp Collecting Week. 


Remember that there is to be a National Stamp Collecting Week 
again in late November. This gives every stamp club in the coun- 
try something to do, something to shoot at, Clubs should arrange 
displays to be put in store windows during this week. Be sure to 
add to the display a large card bearing an invitation to any local 
people interested in stamp collecting to come and join your club 
and put the name and address of the secretary or your recruiting 
committee name and address on the card so the people will know 
whom to contact for information. 

Try also for something special in your local newspapers. Do 
not expect someone else to do it, boost your hobby and do it in a 
proper manner. Take the matter up at your next club meet and

around 1840 to 1860 but none that 
are exactly like the one which is 
illustrated herewith, 

In this cancel, and known ones 

very similar to it, the top line 
“HONOLULU” is in capital let- 
ters as shown. The lower wording 
on cancels of which there are 
pictures is very similar to the 
one shown here with this excep- 
tion—the letter “S” is a straight 
letter S, not an italic S as in the 
cancel pictured above and on the 
known ones the letter S has ser- 
ifs at each end, while the S in 
the illustration above has small 
round balls at each end. 
.. The other lettering is very sim- 
ilar in both cancels, but shows 
some minor differences, indicat- 
ing a different type. The ones 
of which there are pictures appear 
to be a hand set cancel, from 
printers type. 

The one illustrated above ap- 
pears more like some of the can- 
cels of this period that were cut 
from boxwood. Advertisements 
offering such cancels are well 
known to collectors of old cancel 
markings.

DOUBLE IMPRESSIONS—by Weil 
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Cachets For Oregon, 
Texas Airmail Starts 


Effective on or about Septem- 
ber 30, 1951, air mail service will 
be inaugurated over that portion 
of route A.M. 64 from Austin 
Tex., the intermediate points 
Temple and Bryan, Tex., and the 
terminal point, Houston, Texas. 

Special cachets will be provid- 
ed for Austin, Temple, Bryan, 
Houston, Air Mail Field, Houston, 
Tex., and the usual treatment of 
philatelic mail will be authorized. 

First-flight air-mail covers 
sent to the postmasters at the 





above named offices and to the 
District Superintendent, Postal |! 
Transportation Service, District 
7, Fort Worth, Tex., for the dis- 
patch from the Air Mail Field, 
Houston, Tex., must be prepaid 
at the appropriate air-mail pos- 
tage rate. 

Effective on or about October 
15, 1951, air mail service will be 
inaugurated at Roseburg, Ore., 
over feeder route A.M. 77. 

Special cachet will be provided 
for Roseburg and the usual treat- 
ment of philatelic mail will be 
authorized. 

First-flight air-mail covers sent 
to the postmaster at Roseburg 
must be prepaid at the appropri- 
ate air mail postage rate. 
Double postal cards and double 
post cards intended for return 
reply purposes are not acceptable 
as first-flight covers. All covers 
should be accompanied by a let- 
ter authorizing the holding of the 
covers for the first flight and re- 
questing the application of the 
cachet. 

Space approximately 24% by 2% 
inches to the left.on the address 
side of all covers is required for 
the cachet. 

No provision will be made for 
point to point covers. However, 
at request of collectors, cov@s 
receiving cachet will be given di- 
rectional service only to an office 
designated by the General Super- 
intendent, Postal Transportation 
Service, and served by the first 
flight in each direction, and will 
there be backstamped and dis- 
patched onward to destination.

Jugoslavia Issues 
Three For Culture 


. 

As forecast in his - philatelic 
bulletins of several months ago, 
Dr. V. Simic-Vakanovic, Jurjev- 
ka 27B, Zagreb, Jugostavia, an- 
nounced that issuance has been 
made on September 9 of a three 
stamp cultural series by his coun- 
try. ; 

In a very dark green with a 
denomination of 10 dinars is a 
portrait of Erimoz Trubar, author 
of the first Slovenian book in 
1551. Dr. V. Gavranic of Zagreb 
was the designer who made use 
of an old engraving. 

The 500th anniversary of Croa- 
tian literature is marked with the 
12d orange brown picturing Mar- 
ko Marulic said to have been the 
father of Croat literature. Dr. 
Gavranic was the designer adapt- 
ing his presentation from a sculp- 
ture of Marulic by Ivan Mestro- 
vie, 

A picture of the Tsar Stefan 
Duschan holding the Duschan 
code is to be seen on the 20d vio- 
let. The stamp is to commemo- 
rate the 600th anniversary of its 
promulgation in 1349. Dr. Gav- 
ranic designed this one as well 
using an old fresco for his model. 

All were engraved by Tanasije 
Krnjajic of Belgrade and print- 
ed from engraved plates at the 
State Printing works. 

There were 200,000 of the two 
low values and 60,000 of the high. 
But 3600 official first day covers 
were cancelled. 

Jugoslavia on September 15 is- 
sued a 3 dinar stamp to publi- 
cize the Zagreb International 
Fair. 

The design features various ar- 
ticles of national handicrafts. In- 
cluded in the design is a legend 
telling of the fair. 

There were 500,000 copies print- 
ed in the four colors of red, or- 
ange, yellow and green by typo- 
graphy.

Because of the raise in postal 
rates and the requirements of the 
Universal Postal Union to adhere 
to certain colors for stamps do- 
ing certain duty, Norway will 
have to change the colors of two 
existing stamps. 

These are the 30 ore which goes 
from gray to red, and the 55 ore 
from orange to blue. The former 
is to appear in the new color Oc- 
tober 1 the latter sometime in 
early 1952. 

Both are of the King Haakon 
VII design on unwatermarked pa- 
per. 

A new Official stamp, a 30 ore 
red will go on sale when the 
present stock of the 30 ore gray 
is exhausted.

Pianist and Composer 


Born in Edgeworth, Penna. 1862 
—died 1901. He made his debut as 
a pianist in Pittsburgh at age 24 
and in the following year he open- 
ed a piano studio in Boston. In 
1900 he finally became associated 
with the music department of 
Yale University, just before his 
untimely passing when he was 
still not 40 years of age. 

He excelled in lyrical music, 
and composed more than 70 songs 
in his brief span of life, many of 
which were published early, 
(1888) in a Sketch Book, Other 
exquisite melodies include Water 
Scenes—a piano suite, A Day in 
Venice—the suites En Passant and 
Tuscan—also many waltzes, 

His most widely known songs 
are The Rosary—Mighty Lak a 
Rose—I’ the Wonderous Month of 
May—'Twas April, Boris; also his 
musical settings of Eugene Field’s 
Little Boy Blue and Wynken, 
Blynken and Nod. 

An interesting anecdote tells of 
Nevin’s visit to a southern home, 
where the stork had recently de- 
livered a package, and as he ad- 
mired the little bundle of joy, 
the old Negro mammy agreed: 
“Yassiree, dat child shore do 
look mighty lak a rose,” and an- 
other song was born. 

A brother, ARTHUR FINLEY 
NEVIN, was also a composer, and 
author of the American Indian 
operas Poia (1910) and Daughter 
of the Forest (1918)—also a num- 
ber of piano and _ orchestral

U.P.U. In the issue 6f February

pressed the opinion that these 
sets would not have any reac- 
tion in price and would probably 
go higher. 

Evidently the price makers of 
the Scott catalogue have the 
game thought, as all of these U.

Stamps are comb perfor- 
ated 14 and are issued in panes 
of 25 stamps each with 5 orna- 
mental taps adjacent to the bot- 
tom row.

themselves, and I am willing to 
leave the matter as to whether 
these stamps are genuine or not 
to the intelligence and common 
sense of the serious minded 
philatelisf. 

Much of the evidence which we 
had, and upon which I relied to 
establish the genuineness of the 
stamps, was not presented to the 
court by my attorney at all. He 
abandoned all of the plan of de- 
fense we had built up which was 
to include everything we had dis- 
covered that in any way indi- 
cated that the stamps were geh- 
uine, and centered his whole de- 
fense upon the question of war- 
ranty. Then out of a clear blue 
sky, when we thought we had 
won the case the judge said in 
his opening remarks when he 
rendered his decision that he was 
unwilling to rule upon the ques- 
tion of warranty. 

Very briefly I will show upon 
what he was unwilling to rule, 
because it is interesting. It is in 
the form of an affidavit sworn 
to before a notary public by one 
who was present. I have the af- 
fidavits of three other persons 
who were present all of whom 
have sworn to the same thing 
differently expressed, but it is 
enough to present the following:

Kyle and affiant came together 
as witnesses for the Los Angeles 
Trust and Savings Bank to wit- 

wmess the sealing of a package to 
be sent in escrow to the Crock- 
er Bank in San Francisco: that 
there were present besides the 
four persons above mentioned, 
Mr. S. L. Wood, Mr. George H. 
Grinnell, and Mr. John A. Kle- 
mann: that Mr. Grinnell handed a 
package of stamps to Mr. Kle- 
mann and asked him to examine 
them and see that they were 
the stamps he wanted to- buy: 
that Mr. Klemann then and there 
examined each stamp carefully 
and stated to Mr, Grinnell and 
the others present that they were 
the stamps he wanted: that Mr. 
Grinnell then told Mr. Klemann 
to wrap them up the way he 
wanted them wrapped: that Mr. 
Klemann then first took the card 
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upon which something was writ- 
ten across one end and tore off 
the writing and tore the same 
into small bits and put the pieces 
into his pocket: that thereupon 
Mr. Grinnell remarked to Mr. 
Wood that Mr. Klemann did not 
seem to give a damn about that 
written guarantee, Mr. Wood re- 
plying, “I see he doesn’t”; that 
Mr. Klemann then arranged the 
cards on which the stamps were 
mounted and packaged them for 
shipment: that Mr. Grinnell then 
said there was one thing he felt 
he ought to say before the deal 
went any further, and that was 
that Mr. Klemann must agree to 
take the stamps “as is, without 
guarantee”: that Mr. Klemann 
vigorously protested and said Mr. 
Grinnell must guarantee them: 
that Mr. Grinnell then said that 
that Mr. Klemann had just torn 
up the written guarantee signed 
by Mr. Wood which went with 
the stamps, and that in view of 


what Mr. Klemann had said 
about the New York Stamp 
Dealers, Mr. Grinnell was _ un- 


willing to sell the stamps to Mr. 
Klemann unless he accepted them 
as is and without guarantee: that 
there was considerable argument 
about the matter and that Mr. 
Grinnell finally turned to the 
witnesses present and said that 
the reason he insisted that Mr. 
Klemann must take the stamps 
as is was because two days be- 
fore, after the agreement was 
signed, Mr. Klemann had said 
to Mr. Grinnell and Mr. Wood 
that he wanted them to promise 
to keep quiet about the trans- 
action and say nothing for at least 
thirty days because he expected 
to have a devil of a time to sell 
them any way when he got back 
to New York as the stamp deal- 
ers there were all so jealous of 
each other that he thought likely 
as not they would call them all 
bogus as soon as they heard of 
them in which case he might be 
a long time disposing of them: 
and that Mr. Grinnell said that 
if Klemann could not do what 
he expected to do because of any 
trouble he might have with the 
New York dealers: Mr. Grinnell] 
did not propose.to be the goat: 
Mr. Grinnell further said that he 
would send the stamps in escrow 
through his bank to any part of 
the world Mr. Klemann might des- 
ignate for purposes of compari- 
son and would give him all the 
time to prove up on them, but 
that once he had taken them out 
of escrow they were his without 
recourse: that Mr. Klemann con- 
tinued to protest, whereupon Mr. 
Grinnell then said he would re- 
turn Mr. Klemann’s thousand dol 
lars already paid and the deal was 
off: that Mr. Klemann hesitated 
a bit and then turned to Mr. Ser- 
gle and said, “Oh, all right then, 
send them to the Crocker Bank in 
‘Frisco’: that Mr. Klemann then

Much has been said about the 
source of the stamps and the cir- 
cumstances under which I ac- 
quired them. These are the facts: 
On February 20, 1918 I visited 
Valle de France Lodge of Masons 
in Los Angeles to see the work 
of the First Degree as exemplified 
in France. Mr. Harry Glick, Drug- 
gist, went with me. When I call- 
ed at his store that evening he 
handed me an envelope contain- 
ing a lot of precancelled stamps 
which he had saved from the in- 
coming mail of the previous few 
days. I put them in my pocket 
and did not look at them until I 
was seated in the Lodge Room. As 
I looked them over, a gentleman 
sitting beside me saw me looking 
at them and we began to talk. 
I told him I had collected stamps 
ever since I was a boy and asked 
him if he had any old letters with 
stamps on the envelopes. He said 
he did not think so, but even if 
he did have that they were back 
home in New Hampshire. I said, 
“Why, I belong to Lodge of the 
Temple Number 88 at Keene, N. 
H.” We then talked quite a bit 
and during the conversation I 
said that I was born in Massachu- 
setts, He then asked me if I knew 
Mr. Charles Shattuck who was 
also from Massachusetts. I had 
never heard of him, but as he said 
he was an elderly gentleman. I| 
said I would call and get ac-/| 
quainted with him. I made a note 
of Mr. Shattuck’s address upon 
the back of an envelope and also 
the name of the gentleman who 
gave it to me, Mr. Lewis Perkins. 
He has given me the following 
sworn statement:

LEWIS PERKINS, being first 
duly sworn, deposes and says: It 
has been a matter of considerable 
interest to me for many years to 
keep a diary of my visits to Ma- 
sonic Lodges in whatever part of 


ring to this diary I find I have 
recorded the fact of my visit to 
Valle de France Lodge, Pico and 
Figueroa Sts., Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, February 20, 1918. 

I distinctly remember on that 
occasion a conversation I had with 
Mr. George H. Grinnell who sat 
beside me that evening. He had 
a few postage stamps that a friend 
had given to him and he was 
looking at them. He asked me if | 
I had any old stamps or old let- | 
ters in my possession. I told '1im 


I did not believe I had, but that 
even if I had they were back 
home in New Hampshire. Mr. 


Grinnell then said that he be- 
longed to the Masonic Lodge at 
Keene, N. H., We talked about 
Keene, and Mr. Grinnell said he 
was born in Massachusetts. I then 
asked him if he knew Mr. Charles 
Shattuck, a gentleman of my ac- 
quaintance who also was from 
Massachusetts. Mr. Grinnell did 
not know him but said he would 
call and get acquainted, and I 
gave him Mr. Shattuck’s address. 

The facts of the above conver- 
sation are very clear in my 
memory. 

The Official Town Records *of 
the Town of Pepperell, Mass., 
which are in custody of the Town 
Clerk, and which can be verified 
by any person who cares to do so, 
show the following entries: 

1. Charles Boynton Shattuck, 
born April 8, 1839, son of Jesse 
Shattuck and Hanna Shattuck. 

2. Hanna Shattuck, wife of Jes- 
se Shattuck, died Aug. 17, 1856. 
Age 50 years 7 months 12 days, 
born Nelson, N.H., daughter of 
Amos and Naomi Child. Died Pep- 
perell, Mass., internment Pepper- 
ell, cause of death, Consumption. 

In the spring of 1923 I visited 
Mr. Grinnell at his home in Los 
Angeles, and he told me about the 
controversy over the genuiness of 
the Hawaiian Missionary Stamps, 
some of which I examined. The 
case interested me very much, 
especially since it was I who first 
gave Mr. Grinnell the name and 
address of Mr. Shattuck. 

From what I know and have 
since been told concerning the 
history of those stamps, I do not 


hesitate to say that regardless of |" 


what others may say: or think 
about them, I believe they are 
genuine Hawaiian Missionary 
Stamps. (Signed) Lewis Perkins.

When I called upon Mr. Shat- 
tuck he was very cordial and 
seemed glad to have someone to 
talk to. I had no acquaintance 
with his home town of Pepperell, 
Mass., and he knew nothing about 
So. Braintree, Mass., where I was 
born, but we talked about various 
things. When I asked him if he 
had any old stamps or old letters, 
he seemed to have little regard 
for such things and his reply im- 
pressed me with the thought that 
he considered stamp collecting as 
boys’ play. Rather apologetically 
I explained that I had been col- 
lecting stamps since boyhood and 
thought perhaps he might have 
among his things some old stamps 
or letters that were his father’s 
or mother’s. He exclaimed, “By 
George. I have!” He told me to 
wait a minute and he would get 
them. He went up stairs and in a 
short time returned with the 
stamps he gave me. He also gave 
me the book in which the unused 
stamps were stuck here and there 
promiscously on different pages 
in the book, which was an old 
book of sermons. I had never 
seen any stamps like them before 
and told him that I would like to 
have them very much: that I 
thought they were of considerable 
value, but asIhad never seen any 
like them before, I didn’t make 
any guesses as to how much they 
might be worth. He laughed at 
the idea that they might be of 
value and said that I was welcome 
to them; adding that they wouid 
probably be burned up after he 
was gone anyway, as no one in 
his family cared for such things. 
He said there were two letters 
with stamps on the envelopes 
which he had saved, but that he 
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had destroyed the other letter 
after cutting the stamps off the 
envelopes because there we, 
matters of a personal nature tha 


‘he thought just as well to destroy 


He said some of the stamps had 
been cut from letters by his moth. 
er or someone else, and that he 
cut some from some of his moth. 
er’s letters and put -with them, 
There was a letter with them 
which he gave me. It was aq. 
dressed to “Capt. Wm. Cole, Shi 
Courser, Care of Messrs Russel 
and Co., Canton, China.” I asked 
Mr. Shattuck who Capt. Cole, 
was, but he said he did not know, 
He said the letter was in the book 
and he had left it there. He seem. 
ed puzzled as to where the two 
letters were which he had sav 
and said that they were with the 
Capt. Cole letter. He said “they 
had stamps on the envelopes like 
these,” and pointed to the piece 
of cover having four two cent 
stamps and one five cent stamp 
covering the flap of the envelope, 
He said the other one had 4 
“Sandwich Island Stamp” on the 
front in one corner and a Uniteq 
States Stamp in the opposite cor. 
ner, 

I asked him where he got thege 
stamps, and he said, “They were 
among my mother’s things in 
little old trunk when she died ang 
I have always kept them.” I ask. 
ed when she died and he said she 
died when he was a boy in 1856, 
I was not sure whether he told 
me that he had kept the trunk 
with its other contents or not, but 
I thought he said he did have it 
there in the house together with 
other things of his mother’s, and 
I told my attorney and other peo. 
ple interested that I believed that 
was what he said but could not 
swear to it.

engraved—and it was not long 
before he identified the said ne- 
phew as squarely in the fore- 
front center of the picture—and 
so reported back to his friend 
out West. 

Still gazing at the picture, 
Johnson wondered just how many 
other men might be identified on 
the stamp—and suddenly he be- 
came an energetic little man; he 
began and endless chain of let- 
ters and answers which was to 
continue for some five years, and 
— will never cease entire- 
y. 





CORRESPONDENCE 


Gradually feeling his way— 
step by step—he contacted all 
the survivors of the war picture 
whom he could locate—making 
inquiries through families, neigh- 
bors, churehes, friends, and pos- 
sible survivors, in case of death. 

He inquired about the men on 
the stamp from commanding of- 
ficers, junior officers, sergeants 
and privates—all of whom glad- 
ly opened their records, their 
minds and memories, also their 
hearts—to help Johnson in his 
unusual quest and search. 

Finally, he had amassed such 
quantities of personal history, 
awards, medals bestowed, cita- 
tions and greetings from the men 
themselves, or their families, that 
he could readily combine them 
all into a large-sized book, which 
he probably will—some day. 

His follow-through tells him 
which of the men later lost their 
lives in combat, before the close 
of World War II; which of them 
were wounded, or finally return- 
ed home in good order, Quite a 
few of the men are now doing 
their good deeds all over again 
—this time in far-off Korea. 


PERLE MESTA HELPS 


Perle Mesta, high-priestess of 
Washington’s top-shelf cult, and 
political hostess de luxe—later 
appointed by Harry Truman as 
his ambassador to Luxembourg— 
willingly aided Johnson in his 
research. She visited many ceme- 
teries over there, found the 
graves of some of the heroes who 
had died in later battles, and are 
resting now in foreign soil. 
Thoughtfully, Mme. Mesta 
placed huge bouquets of flow- 
ers, after which she had photos 
made of the graves, which she 
returned to Johnson with a com- 
plete description of their loca- 
tions—plus a beautifully worded 
tribute to the boys, from herself. 
All of which helped in the ori- 
ginal quest. 


AUTOGRAPHS 


Of course, a very interesting 
sideline to Johnson’s tremendous 
efforts in identification develop- 
ed in his securing from the men 








themselves, their signatures—oft- 
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en directly across the face of the 
tiny Army stamp. I do not know 
exactly how many such stamps 
he has in his own collection—but 
I am everlastingly grateful to him 
for the signatures of all the 15 
men pin-pointed on the photo- 
graph, plus 16 others which are 
not so indicated. 

They are: George De Miter— 
Glenn M. Girardat—Robert F. 
Sessoms—Eugene L. Spinnler— 
William B. Murphy—Jackson L. 
Morrow, Jr.——Homer Terry—C. 
W. Joy—Albert A. Kovacik—Mil- 
ton R. Downey—Peter Friscan— 
Jack N. Dilger—Jos J. Kowalski 
—George S. Whittaker—Harry B. 
Wilson—and D. Tavern, of Lon- 
don, England. 

Further, Johnson can locate on 
the photograph: Roderick M. 
Whitesell—Ray Duncan—Harry 
Hindle—E. N. Buckley—William 
Clancy, Jr.—Conrad Johnson— 
John Earl Fullerton—Bernard F. 
Shannon—Lawrence J. Friel—and 
others, 

Ever widening his scope, John- 
son has secured the signatures of 
General A. C. McAuliffe—he who 
said “Nuts” to the German com- 
mander at the Battle of the Bulge 
—of Generals Mark V. Clark and 
George C. Marshall—all on 
blocks-of-four of the Army 
stamps, which, also, he shared 
with me. : 

Incidentally, it was General 
Marshall himself, as chief of staff, 
who selected the Associated Press 
photograph ‘as the most repre- 
sentative group of our soldiers 
overseas.” 


THE STAMP ITSELF 


Note that “the escort of six 
large bombers overhead,” as de- 
scribed in the official post office 
booklet, does not show on the 
original photograph—said escort 
having been later superimposed 
by the Department. 

I had seen other pictures and 
views of the Arc de Triomphe in 
Paris, which made it seem un- 
likely that the mass of men 
shown had marched THROUGH 
the Arc, but more probably had 
marched AROUND it, later 
straightening their lines again, 
with the result that the Arc was 
directly in the center of the back- 
ground when the photograph was 
snapped. 

Curious me, I wrote to Mr, A. 
W. Hall, Director of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing in 
Washington, about this and the 
bombers and other things, and 
received his courteous reply as 
follows: 


“Dear Mr. Brehm: 

Regarding the 3c U. S. Army 
commemorative postage stamp 
series of 1945, the origin of the 


material used was a composite 
photograph furnished by the Post 
Office Department. The design 
was drawn by Mr. William A. 
Roach....The engraving of this 
particular stamp required ap- 
proximately 120 hours. We are 
unable to tell you the number 
of soldiers shown in the stamp. 
Neither do we know whether the 
men are passing by the Arc de- 
Triomphe, or have passed through 
the Arc.
